To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Spenborough. 
Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

My  report  relating  to  the  Public  Health  Services  in  Spenborough 
for  1964  again  includes  information  about  the  services  provided  by  the 
County  Council  through  the  divisional  scheme  of  health  administra¬ 
tion.  Spenborough  and  Mirfield  together  form  one  divisional  area  for 
these  purposes. 

So  far  as  the  statistics  presented  are  concerned  there  is  nothing 
very  remarkable  to  mention.  The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of 
population  is  37,520  which  is  its  highest  ever.  The  number  of  births, 
682,  is  likewise  the  largest  number  ever  recorded  in  the  district  and 
exceeds  the  number  of  deaths,  471,  by  211.  For  the  first  time  for  very 
many  years  the  birth  rate  compares  favourably  with  those  of  the 
administrative  county  and  of  the  country  as  a  whole,  and  the  death 
rate  is  coming  nearer  to  these  averages  also.  The  low  still-birth  rate 
of  15-9  per  thousand  births  is  balanced  by  the  slightly  higher  infant 
mortality  rate  of  24  -9  deaths  per  thousand  live  births. 

So  far  as  the  environmental  services  are  concerned,  good  progress 
was  maintained  in  slum  clearance  with  the  representation  of  105 
properties  for  clearance,  closure  or  demolition,  and  in  particular  the 
Moorend  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  affecting  some  90  properties 
adjacent  to  the  main  road,  was  confirmed,  and  this  should  be  a  first 
step  in  bringing  a  new  look  to  a  prominent  part  of  the  township  of 
Cleckheaton. 

During  the  whole  of  the  year  the  work  of  reconstruction  at  the 
public  abattoir  was  continued  which  caused  some  inconvenience  and 
necessitated  its  complete  closure  during  the  month  of  November.  This 
work,  which  has  progressed  in  stages  during  the  past  hve  years,  has 
now  been  completed,  and  we  have  at  last  achieved  modern  and  hygenic 
standards  which  fully  comply  with  statutory  requirements.  The 
works  have  cost  a  total  of  approximately  £40,000.  Unfortunately  for 
much  of  the  latter  part  of  the  year  Mr.  Gilmour,  who  had  undertaken 
the  work  of  meat  inspection  at  the  abattoir  for  nearly  twenty  years, 
was  unable  to  continue  owing  to  ill  health,  and  at  the  same  time  two 
Additional  Public  Health  Inspectors  left  on  appointment  to  other 
authorities  and  could  not  be  replaced  for  some  months.  The  burden 
on  the  remaining  staff  was,  therefore,  exceedingly  heavy  over  this 
period,  coinciding  as  it  did  with  the  transfer  to  new  quarters  in  the 
Health  Centre  in  September.  Progress  was,  however,  maintained  in 
the  control  of  atmospheric  pollution  as  the  No.  4  (Whitcliffe  and 
Westgate)  and  No.  5  (Hightown  Road  and  Clover  Hill)  Areas  came 
into  operation  on  1st  July  and  1st  October,  respectively.  The  No.  6 
(Whitehall  Road/Scott  Lane)  Smoke  Control  Order  was  submitted  to 
the  Minister  for  conhrmation,  but  a  long  delay  ensued  in  holding  a 
Public  Enquiry  because  of  a  single  objector  to  the  making  of  the 
Order,  who  would  not  specify  the  nature  of  the  objection  which  he 
proposed  to  lodge.  In  spite  of  these  delays  it  still  remains  our  objective 
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to  cover  the  entire  Borough  area  with  Smoke  Control  Orders  by  1972, 
and  we  have  progressed  about  a  third  of  the  way  already. 

Although  only  six  instances  of  milk  infected  with  brucellosis  were 
brought  to  light  during  the  year,  this  infection  remains  a  source  of 
anxiety  and  until  general  eradication  schemes  become  practicable  the 
need  for  compulsory  pasteurisation  of  all  milk  supplies  is  most  evident. 

There  was  a  welcome  increase  in  the  number  of  Improvement 
Grants  dealt  with  during  the  year  particularly  in  relation  to  tenanted 
property,  and  this  reflects  the  positive  approach  which  we  are  making 
to  owners  to  improve  their  property  rather  than  waiting  for  them  to 
approach  the  Department  in  the  first  instance. 

Little  work  could  be  done  on  the  duties  required  by  the  Offices, 
Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  which  came  into  force  during  the 
year  owing  to  the  shortage  of  staff. 

The  care  of  the  aged  in  their  own  homes  continues  to  be  a  major 
function  of  the  Health  Department,  and  several  important  steps  were 
taken  in  this  regard.  Four  more  Wardens  were  appointed  to  supervise 
and  help  elderly  or  handicapped  persons  living  in  accommodation 
specifically  provided  for  them  on  Council  estates,  and  intercommunica¬ 
tion  systems  between  the  wardens  and  the  residents  were  either 
installed  or  planned  for  three  of  these  schemes.  Planning  also  com¬ 
menced  for  the  provision  of  community  centres  on  Windybank  and 
Turnsteads  estates.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  interesting  pro¬ 
ject  at  Brooklyn  Grange  came  into  being.  This  block  in  the  new  estate 
of  flats  is  of  twenty-six  flatlets  for  elderly  persons  each  comprising  a 
bed  sitting  room  and  small  kitchen.  There  are  blocks  of  shared  toilets 
and  bathrooms,  a  lounge  for  communal  use  and  a  laundry.  There  is 
also  a  flat  for  a  full-time  resident  warden.  With  careful  selection  of 
tenants,  full  supportive  services  of  the  Health  and  Welfare  Depart¬ 
ments  and  inspired  work  by  the  Warden,  the  residents  have  settled  in 
very  quickly  and  happily,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  for  many  of 
them  this  is  a  very  happy  alternative  to  Part  HI  accommodation.  The 
need  for  at  least  one  of  these  blocks  in  each  ward  of  the  Borough  is,  I 
think,  fully  appreciated. 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  scheme,  run  by  voluntary  effort  with  the 
support  of  the  Borough  Council  and  finance  from  the  County  Council, 
had  a  most  active  year.  288  meals  per  week  are  delivered  to  144 
persons,  and  in  addition  a  Luncheon  Club  has  been  started  at  Brooklyn 
Grange  which  other  elderly  residents  from  the  estate  join  in.  Small 
Luncheon  Clubs  for  the  elderly  are  also  held  in  the  canteens  of  three 
industrial  concerns,  and  it  is  planned  to  start  another  in  the  Old  Folks’ 
Shelter  in  Scholes. 

In  September  the  whole  Department  was  involved  in  the  removal 
to  the  newly  opened  Health  Centre  at  Greenside,  Cleckheaton.  So 
much  has  been  written  about  this  Health  Centre,  both  in  the  profes¬ 
sional  journals  and  the  local  press,  that  it  seems  unnecessary  to 
elaborate  further.  It  had  its  origins  in  a  meeting  which  I  arranged  with 
eight  local  practitioners  in  three  partnerships  in  September,  1958, 
from  which  it  emerged  that  these  doctors  would  be  prepared  to  give  up 
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their  existing  premises  and  practice  solely  from  a  Health  Centre 
subject  naturally  to  a  variety  of  conditions  which  were  reasonable  for 
them  to  seek.  The  years  between  the  conception  of  the  idea  and  the 
reality  of  the  completed  project  have  seemed  tedious  and  at  times 
fraught  with  uncertainty,  involving  discussions  with  the  various 
Ministries,  the  local  doctors,  the  West  Riding  Local  Medical  Com¬ 
mittee,  the  Executive  Council,  the  County  Council  and  the  Spen- 
borough  Council.  However,  building  was  finally  commenced  on  the 
site  in  Greenside  adjacent  to  the  central  ’bus  station  in  Cleckheaton  in 
April,  1963,  and  was  occupied  by  the  Divisional  and  Corporation 
Health  staffs  in  September,  1964,  and  by  the  General  Practitioners  in 
October.  The  final  cost  of  the  project  was  £108,000,  which  many 
people  feel  is  very  reasonable  having  regard  to  the  nature  of  the 
building  and  the  many  health  activities  which  it  encompasses. 

Briefly,  there  is  office  accommodation  for  the  divisional  health 
staff  and  for  the  Borough  Health  Department  and  for  the  Registrar  of 
Births  and  Deaths.  The  accommodation  within  the  general  practi¬ 
tioners’  wing  provides  a  separate  waiting  room,  receptionist’s  office 
and  dispensary  for  each  practice,  and  an  individual  consulting  room 
and  examination  room  for  each  doctor.  Also  within  this  wing,  and 
shared  jointly  between  the  General  Practitioners  and  the  Health 
Department  staff  are  a  minor  surgery/casualty  room  and  a  laboratory. 
The  remainder  of  the  building  is  devoted  to  the  various  clinics  of  the 
Public  Health  Service.  In  addition  to  the  main  hall  there  is  provision 
for  activities  in  maternity  and  child  welfare,  health  education,  mental 
welfare,  chiropody  for  aged  and  handicapped  persons  and  school- 
children,  school  health,  family  planning,  occupational  therapy  for 
handicapped  persons,  dental  care  for  schoolchildren  and  expectant 
mothers  and  the  like.  There  is  a  conference  room  which  facilitates 
staff  and  other  meetings,  a  central  store  for  home  nursing  requisites 
a  garage  for  the  Health  Department  vans,  there  is  a  large  car  park 
with  accommodation  for  70  cars.  In  short  the  building  provides 
first  class  accommodation  for  a  very  full  range  of  curative  and  pre¬ 
ventive  services  and  should  lead  to  a  close  and  easy  inter-action 
between  them.  This  will  obviously  be  capable  of  expansion  and  further 
development  in  the  fullness  of  time  having  regard  to  possible  lines  of 
evolution  of  the  National  Health  Service. 

In  furtherance  of  the  aim  of  closer  co-operation  and  integration  of 
services,  individual  home  nurses  and  health  visitors  were  fully  allocated 
to  carry  out  their  duties  among  the  patients  of  particular  practitioners 
instead  of  being  allocated  to  areas  as  in  the  past.  While  “attachment” 
of  home  nurses  has  been  an  unqualified  success  it  is,  I  think,  too  early 
to  be  equally  dogmatic  about  health  visitor  attachment,  although 
there  are  a  number  of  promising  developments  in  this  field  also.  It 
need  hardly  be  said  that  there  are  some  disadvantages  which  will 
require  assessment  in  the  future.  The  amount  of  domiciliary  midwifery 
carried  out  in  this  area  is  so  small,  and  the  number  of  midwives  con¬ 
sequently  required  so  few,  as  to  render  impracticable  any  such  alloca¬ 
tion  of  duties  so  far  as  they  are  concerned. 

It  has  been  evident  for  a  long  time  that  the  complexities  of  nurs¬ 
ing  administration  called  for  the  appointment  of  a  Divisional  Nursing 
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Officer  to  deal  with  individual  problems  and  to  integrate  the  different 
nursing  services.  I  was  very  happy  that  Miss  D.  Day  was  appointed  to 
the  important  position  of  Divisional  Nursing  Officer  in  July,  although 
unfortunately  her  services  have  to  be  shared  with  the  neighbouring 
Batley  division,  and  she  was  also  required  to  undergo  a  three  months 
period  of  training  to  obtain  her  Queen’s  nursing  qualification.  Miss 
Day  was  appointed  as  a  health  visitor  by  the  then  Urban  District  of 
Spenborough  in  1939,  subsequently  held  the  post  of  senior  health 
visitor  for  many  years,  and  there  is  no-one  who  knows  better  the 
problems  of  Spenborough  and  the  requirements  of  its  nursing  services. 

During  the  year  there  seemed  to  be  hardly  any  period  in  which 
adjustments  did  not  have  to  be  made  because  of  inability  to  recruit 
staff,  or  because  of  staff  leaving  or  being  absent  owing  to  illness.  The 
shadow  of  the  Boundary  Commission  continues  to  have  an  unsettling 
effect  on  this  department  as  no  doubt  it  has  on  the  other  Council 
departments.  In  retrospect  1964  saw  much  accomplished  and  many 
projects  come  to  fruition,  but  it  also  seemed  at  many  times  to  be  an 
administrative  nightmare.  In  this  very  trying  year  I  have  owed  a 
great  deal  to  the  hard  work  and  loyalty  of  the  staff,  and  to  the  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Health  Committee  with  whom  I  was  able  to  discuss  so 
many  problems,  for  which  I  am  very  grateful.  I  most  once  again  thank 
Mr.  Templeman,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  loyal  co¬ 
operation  throughout  the  yer  and  for  supplying  that  part  of  the 
report  relating  to  the  environmental  circumstances  of  the  Borough.

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POPULATION  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 


The  provisional  population  of  the  Borough  of  Spenborough  at  the 
1961  Census  is  36,417,  an  inter  censal  decrease  of  564.  However,  the 
Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  population  at  the  middle  of  1964  was 
37,520,  and  this  figure  is  used  throughout  this  Report  in  calculating 
rates. 

The  district,  although  mainly  industrial  in  nature,  contains  much 
open  space  and  a  fair  amount  of  agricultural  land.  There  are  over  four 
hundred  factories  in  the  district  but  only  about  ninety  of  these  employ 
more  than  twenty  persons.  Although  processes  connected  with  the 
woollen  textile  industry  are  the  predominant  industry,  a  great 
diversity  of  manufacture  is  carried  on.  There  is  the  advantage  in  this 
that  the  whole  community  can  not  be  affected  by  recession  in  any  one 
branch  of  industry. 

1  am  indebted  to  the  Manager  of  the  Spen  Valley  Employment 
Exchange  for  the  following  information  regarding  employment  in  the 
district: — 

The  year  1964  was  one  of  increasing  prosperity  for  Spen  Valley. 
Unemployment  was  low  throughout  the  year,  and  in  December 
represented  0-4  per  cent,  of  the  number  of  insured  employees.  This 
was  a  lower  percentage  than  that  recorded  for  neighbouring  areas, 
and  compared  favourably  with  the  national  figure  of  1  -  5  per  cent. 

There  was  a  shortage  of  manpower  in  most  industries  during  the 
year,  and  skilled  workers  particularly  were  in  short  supply.  This 
situation  remains  unchanged  as  we  enter  1965.

Vaccination  Against  Tuberculosis. 

Vaccination  against  tuberculosis  is  available  to  certain  contacts 
of  cases  of  tuberculosis,  especially  young  infants,  and  also  to  school- 
children  of  13  years  of  age.  The  former  are  carried  out  by  the  Chest 
Physician  at  the  general  hospitals,  and  the  details  of  our  school 
programme  are  given  in  the  section  relating  to  School  Health  for  the 
sake  of  convenience. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


It  will  be  seen  from  the  following  tables  that  there  was  nothing 
very  remarkable  about  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  during  the 
year.  Measles  was  especially  prevalent  in  the  second  quarter  and  there 
was  a  moderate  incidence  of  chicken  pox  throughout  the  year.  Thirty- 
nine  cases  of  infective  hepatitis  were  notified,  the  majority  being  in 
the  first  and  second  quarters,  and  this  seems  to  be  the  pattern  of  this 
disease  in  this  area  from  year  to  year.  Of  the  six  cases  of  food  poison¬ 
ing  notified,  four  were  due  to  contamination  of  meat  with  clostridium 
welchii  and  occurrred  in  association  with  a  club  luncheon.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  many  others  of  those  present  were  affected  though  to  a  very 
mild  degree.

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TUBERCULOSIS. 


Six  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  for  the  first 
time  during  the  year,  all  indiginous  inhabitants,  but  there  were  no 
cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis.  There  was  a  reduction  of  five 
cases  altogether  in  the  number  remaining  under  supervision  following 
treatment  in  previous  years.  These  figures  show  that  there  is  still  a 
reservoir  of  infection  within  the  population  which  requires  continuing 
effort  towards  case  finding  and  the  protection  of  contacts. 

The  work  done  in  the  continuous  supervision  by  the  public  health 
staff  and  by  the  consultant  chest  physician  of  patients  remaining  on 
the  register  continued  as  usual.  Nurse  Smith,  the  Tuberculosis  Visitor, 
paid  home  visits  in  connection  with  treatment  and  contact  tracing  of 
tuberculous  patients,  and  by  her  continued  attendance  at  the  chest 
clinic  at  Dewsbury  General  Hospital  she  also  maintains  the  close  and 
happy  liaison  which  it  is  essential  to  maintain  between  the  therapeutic 
and  preventive  aspects. 

We  are  continuing  our  efforts  to  protect  younger  children  by 
tuberculin  testing  of  five  and  eight  year  olds  at  school  and  by  the 
B.C.G.  vaccination  programme  among  the  thirteen  year  olds.

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

This  statistical  summary  relates  in  the  main  to  the  work  carried 
out  by  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  within  the  Spenborough  part  of  the 
Health  Division.  An  excellent  relationship  has  been  established 
between  this  staff  and  the  general  practitioners  and  consultant  services 
which  is  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  doctors  and  patients  alike,  and  goes 
a  long  way  towards  providing  continuity  of  care  prior  to  and  following 
discharge  from  hospital. 
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The  Contact  Club,  a  social  club  for  mental  health  patients,  con¬ 
tinued  throughout  the  year  to  be  well  attended  by  about  twenty-five 
persons  at  each  meeting.  This  Club  transferred  from  Valley  Road  to 
the  Health  Centre  when  it  opened  and  is  held  on  Tuesday  evenings. 
Its  main  purpose  is  to  encourage  patients  to  mix  freely  in  an  atmos¬ 
phere  where  their  particular  problems  are  understood  by  all,  and  its 
therapeutic  value  is  perhaps  evidenced  by  the  complete  change  of 
membership  during  the  past  twelve  months.  I  am  indebted  to  the 
hard  work  of  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  on  which  it  is  primarily 
dependent,  and  also  to  Dr.  Wilkinson,  the  Consultant  Psychiatrist, 
who  has  continued  to  show  such  a  great  interest  in  the  venture.

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HOME  NURSING  SERVICE. 


The  number  of  visits  paid  by  the  district  nurses  to  cases  requiring 
nursing  at  home  was  over  fifteen  hundred  more  than  last  year,  and  the 
actual  number  of  cases  visited  was  fifty-one  more  than  last  year.  Two 
nurses  were  absent  for  three  months  doing  their  Queens  district 
training. 

In  April  the  system  of  district  nursing  was  altered  in  that  each 
district  nurse  was  allocated  to  particular  medical  practices  on  a  basis 
of  approximately  6,000  patients  per  nurse.  This  has  lead  to  much 
closer  co-operation  between  the  nurses  and  the  medical  practitioners 
which  is  of  benefit  to  their  work  and  to  the  home  nursing  of  sick 
persons. 

A  wide  range  of  nursing  requisites  for  issue  on  loan  is  held  in  the 
central  store  at  the  Health  Centre. 

The  appointment  of  Miss  Day,  as  Divisional  Nursing  Officer,  in 
July,  was  of  great  assistance  in  the  administration  of  the  nursing 
services.

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DOMICILIARY  MIDWIFERY  AND  ANTE-NATAL  CLINICS.

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HEALTH  VISITING  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


Only  part  of  the  scope  of  the  health  visitors’  duty  are  shown  by 
the  statistical  returns  of  their  visits,  etc.,  during  the  year.  The  infant 
welfare  clinics  continued  to  be  very  well  attended  and  particular 
attention  is  paid  to  the  deviations  from  the  normal  in  respect  of 
phenylketonuria,  ambliopia,  hearing  and  congenital  dislocation  of  the 
hip.  The  health  visitors  have  also  continued  to  provide  home  back¬ 
ground  reports  for  hospitals  with  special  regard  to  geriatric  cases.  As 
there  is  always  a  waiting  list  for  the  admission  of  such  cases  this  is  the 
greatest  assistance  in  assessing  priority.  The  whole  bias  of  the  work  of 
the  health  visitor  is,  however,  towards  education  and  although  374 
parent  craft  talks  or  lectures  were  given  at  schools  during  the  year  this 
is  but  a  small  part  of  the  health  education  work  which  she  actually 
carries  out. 

As  noted  elsewhere  the  health  visitors  ceased  to  have  their  own 
“areas”  from  April  onwards,  and  were  thereafter  attached  to  individual, 
or  combinations  of,  individual  medical  practices  among  the  patients  of 
which  their  duties  were  carried  out.  This  must  make  for  much  closer 
co-operation  and  avoid  so  far  as  possible  any  conflict  of  opinion  or 
advice.

PROBLEM  FAMILIES. 


It  is  difficult  to  reduce  to  figures  the  amount  and  scope  of  the 
work  which  is  done  in  connection  with  problem  families  whose  general 
standard  of  cleanliness  or  child  care  falls  consistently  and  considerably 
below  the  minimum  that  we  have  a  right  to  expect,  and  needless  to  say 
many  other  families,  on  the  fringe  of  being  classified  as  problem  families, 
have  had  to  have  special  attention  from  time  to  time.  Nevertheless  by 
the  efforts  of  the  staff  and  the  many  others  concerned  in  the  welfare 
of  these  families  the  rate  of  breakup  and  dispersion  of  these  families 
has  been  kept  at  a  very  low  level  over  the  years. 

t 

There  is  provision  for  such  cases  to  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  it  is  his  responsibility,  when  it  is  con¬ 
sidered  necessary,  to  call  meetings  of  the  various  officers  concerned  to 
discuss  the  circumstances  of  each  case  with  a  view  to  determining  the 
best  method  of  tackling  the  problem.  During  the  year  three  full 
meetings  of  this  Co-ordinating  Committee  were  held  at  times  when  it 
was  felt  that  the  circumstances  of  a  few  individual  cases  required 
special  consideration.  The  persons  brought  together  have  included 
Health  Visitors,  Public  Health  Inspectors,  the  Tenancy  and  Welfare 
Officer,  the  Borough  Treasurer,  Officers  of  the  N.S.P.C.C.  and  National 
Assistance  Board,  Children’s  Officer,  Welfare  Officer,  School  Welfare 
Officer,  etc. 

As  a  result  of  these  meetings  lines  of  action  were  adopted  in  each 
of  these  cases  and  in  one  instance  a  mother  and  four  children  were 
admitted  to  a  training  home  at  Brentwood  in  Cheshire  for  a  prolonged 
stay  for  rehabilitation.  The  father  was  subsequently  evicted  from  his 
Council  house,  but  the  Council  agreed  to  consider  re-letting  to  him 
following  the  discharge  of  his  wife  and  children  from  Brentwood. 


CHIROPODY  SERVICE. 


The  chiropody  service  for  elderly  and  handicapped  people  con¬ 
tinued  to  operate  successfully  during  the  year.  This  service  continues 
to  expand  from  year  to  year  and  if  this  continues  additional  sessions 
will  have  to  be  arranged  although  this  may  prove  difficult  in  view  of 
the  shortage  of  qualified  chiropodists.  There  were,  however,  no  undue 
delays  in  instituting  or  continuing  treatment  and  no  special  problems 
presented  themselves  during  the  year.

HOME  HELP  SERVICE. 

The  demand  for  this  service  was  again  increased  this  year,  and  it 
was  fortunate  that  this  demand  could  be  met  by  the  recruitment  of 
suitable  staff.  There  is  always  a  considerable  turnover  in  the  home 
help  staff  and  recruits  were  not  as  readily  forthcoming  as  in  previous 
years.  However,  nobody  has  gone  without  for  very  long  when  the 
need  for  such  help  was  obvious,  and  although  the  service  is  a  difficult 
one  to  administer  no  major  problems  have  arisen.  As  usual  the  figures 
reveal  the  benefit  which  the  aged  and  chronic  sick  receive  from  this 
service.  They  constitute  94%  of  the  cases.

OLD  PEOPLE’S  WARDENS  SCHEME. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  table  below  the  Council  appointed  three 
further  part-time  Wardens  on  their  estates  to  supervise  and  help 
elderly  persons  living  in  accommodation  specifically  provided  for  them, 
and  also  a  full-time  resident  Warden  for  the  Brooklyn  Grange  Com¬ 
munity  Centre  which  I  have  mentioned  elsewhere.  The  Council  have 
submitted  a  draft  scheme  to  the  County  Council  for  the  extension  of 
the  Warden  Service  to  persons  resident  in  private  houses  under  the 
West  Riding  (General  Powers)  Act,  1964,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  first 
appointments  under  this  new  scheme  will  be  made  next  year.  As  I 
have  said  before,  I  am  convinced  that  this  is  a  most  valuable  social 
service,  and  one  that  is  fully  appreciated  by  the  old  people  concerned.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 


Routine  school  medical  inspections  continued  to  be  carried  out  in 
this  division  during  1964.  In  addition  special  consideration  was  given 
to  many  individual  children  referred  for  further  help  and  investigation 
by  teachers,  parents,  health  visitors,  general  practitioners,  and  the 
courts.  When  looking  back  over  the  year  as  a  whole,  three  activities 
of  the  School  Health  Service  spring  to  mind  for  comment. 

It  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  replace  the  Speech  Therapist  who 
resigned  at  the  end  of  1963.  Many  children  are  in  need  of  speech 
therapy,  and  only  the  more  seriously  afflicted  can  be  accommodated  by 
the  hard-pressed  hospital  speech  therapy  service.  This  aspect  of  the 
work  becomes  even  more  important  when  it  is  remembered  that  the 
Division  contains  a  Day  Special  School  for  educationally  subnormal 
children  serving  a  large  catchment  area.  A  percentage  of  pupils 
attending  such  a  school  require  regular,  sustained  speech  therapy  if  full 
potentials  are  to  be  realised.  The  post  continues  to  be  advertised. 

A  further  group  of  children  give  rise  for  concern.  Throughout  the 
year  ascertainments  are  carried  out  on  children  referred  because  they 
are  not  making  expected  progress  in  school  for  their  particular  age 
group.  Many  of  these  do  not  require  education  in  a  Special  School  as 
such,  but  need  special  help  with  some,  or  with  all  subjects,  within  the 
confines  of  an  ordinary  school.  Very  few  schools  in  the  area  are  able  to 
offer  this  facility  due  to  large  numbers  of  pupils,  and  acute  shortage  of 
teaching  staff.  This  situation  is  not,  of  course,  confined  to  Spen- 
borough,  but  is  a  nation-wide  problem. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  great  progress  has  been 
made  over  the  past  year  in  the  field  of  ascertainment  of  hearing 
defects.  Routine  audiometry  is  now  well-established  on  children  in 
the  six  to  seven  year  age  group.  In  addition  many  hearing  tests  have 
been  carried  out  on  children  of  all  age  groups,  who  might  conceivably 
be  ‘'at  risk”  for  any  reason  whatsoever.  Parents  have  welcomed  this 
facility  with  enthusiasm  and  interest.  It  has  been  possible  to  help 
several  children,  who  might  otherwise  have  been  handicapped  by 
reason  of  a  hearing  disability.

TUBERCULIN  JELLY  TESTING  OF  SCHOOL  ENTRANTS  AND 

EIGHT-YEAR  OLDS. 

Tuberculin  jelly  testing  of  school  entrants  and  eight  year  olds 
continued  as  a  routine  measure  throughout  the  year.  A  letter  of 
explanation  and  consent  form  was  sent  by  the  teachers  with  the  Form 
N.P.  to  the  children  in  these  groups  when  they  were  due  for  medical 
examination  at  school.  These  were  returned  to  the  school  and  the 
school  nurse  applied  the  tuberculin  and  control  jelly  to  those  children 
whose  parents  had  consented  to  this  procedure  being  carried  out,  three 
days  before  the  school  medical  inspection  was  due  to  be  held.  The 
School  Medical  Officers  read  these  results  when  the  children  were 
presented  for  medical  inspection  and  the  implications  were  explained 
to  the  parents.  Where  the  jelly  test  proved  to  be  positive,  the 
children  were  invited  to  the  school  clinic  for  a  further  skin  test  and, 
where  this  again  proved  to  be  positive,  the  tuberculosis  visitor  was 
informed  and  she  arranged  for  follow-up  of  the  child  and  contacts  at 
the  chest  clinic.

CLEANLINESS  INSPECTIONS. 

Three  routine  inspections  were  carried  out  at  each  school  by  the 
school  nurses  and  a  total  of  12,936  inspections  and  re-inspections  were 
carried  out.  265  individual  children  were  reported  to  be  Unsatisfactory 
on  373  occasions  but  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  in  the  majority  of 
cases  the  degree  of  infestation  is  extremely  light.  The  incidence  of 
infestation  was  in  fact  less  than  it  has  ever  been  before. 

The  remedial  procedure  adopted  on  the  discovery  of  these  defects 
is  to  notify  the  parents  informally  in  the  first  instance,  visiting  if 
necessary  to  give  advice  on  the  methods  of  dealing  with  infestation. 
If  cure  is  not  effected  the  nurse  visits  the  home  and  interviews  the 
parents,  and  finally,  if  it  is  evident  that  insufficient  care  is  being 
exercised,  the  Statutory  Notice  under  the  Education  Act,  1944,  is  sent 
requiring  the  child  to  be  cleansed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Medical 
Officer  or  to  the  person  appointed  by  him  for  that  purpose  within  48 
hours.  No  Statutory  Notices  were  issued  during  the  year. 
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The  section  of  the  work  which  follows,  relating  to  the  Public 
Health  Circumstances  of  the  area  and  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors,  has  been  compiled  by  Mr.  J.  F.  TEMPLEMAN,  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector.

The  only  swimming  bath  in  the  Borough  is  situated  in  Tofts  Road, 
Cleckheaton,  and  is  owned  by  the  Corporation.  The  capacity  of  the 
swimming  pool  is  50,000  gallons  and  the  water  is  obtained  from  the 
town’s  mains  and  changed  every  two  years.  Continuous  chlorination 
is  carried  out  after  filtration,  thus  ensuring  that  there  is  a  complete 
treatment  of  water  every  5  hours.  The  filters  are  cleansed  three  times 
weekly,  and  any  depreciation  in  the  bulk  quantity  of  water  during  this 
process  is  replaced  from  the  mains  supply. 

Routine  tests  are  carried  out  daily  to  ascertain  that  the  correct 
amount  of  residual  chlorine  in  the  water  is  maintained.

Over  the  last  year  or  so  the  necessity  for  formal  observation  of 
factory  chimneys  has  progressively  been  reduced  due  to  the  rapidly 
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diminishing  smoke  pollution  from  industrial  boiler  plants.  Due  to 
modernisation  and  replacement  of  mechanical  stokers  and  boilers,  the 
majority  of  industrial  plant  is  now  capable  of  being  operated  within 
the  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  and  the  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted 
Periods)  Regulations.  Contraventions  from  these  plants  are  due  in  the 
main  to  mechanical  breakdown  or  careless  operation  specially  during 
periods  of  removal  of  clinker  and  ash.  Whilst  the  quality  of  coal  is 
sometimes  blamed  for  the  emission  of  smoke  from  industrial  plants 
this  is  seldom  the  case  these  days  as  the  National  Coal  Board  is  most 
co-operative  in  ensuring  that  suitable  fuel  is  made  available  for 
different  types  of  plant.  Particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  the 
modernisation  of  the  few  remaining  obsolete  plants  and  methods  of 
stoking. 

Domestic  Pollution. 

During  the  year  progress  was  continued  in  the  promotion  of 
Smoke  Control  Areas. 

The  No,  4  (Whitcliffe  and  Westgate)  and  No.  5  (Hightown  Road 
and  Clover  Hill)  Areas  were  brought  into  operation  on  the  1st  July 
and  the  1st  October  respectively.  Approximately  30%  of  the  houses 
and  22%  of  the  acreage  of  the  Borough  are  now  covered  by  operative 
Smoke  Control  Orders. 

The  No.  6  (Whitehall  Road/Scott  Lane)  Smoke  Control  Order  was 
submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and  is 
still  awaiting  confirmation.  The  Area  to  which  this  Order  relates  is  the 
first  which  will  require  to  rely  mainly  on  hard  coke,  gas,  off-peak 
electricity  and  oil  for  the  fuel  supplies.  This  is  due  to  the  technological 
changes  taking  place  in  the  Gas  Industry  resulting  in  an  overall 
shortage  of  open  fire  coke;  the  available  supplies  of  open  fire  coke  are 
being  reserved  for  areas  already  in  operation.  One  result  of  the  changes 
in  fuel  policy  is  the  considerably  increased  cost  of  the  appliances 
required  to  burn  the  available  fuels.  In  this  particular  area  the 
estimates  for  the  adaptation  of  fireplaces  were  originally  costed  on  the 
old  basis  of  appliances  suitable  for  burning  open  fire  coke,  but  follow¬ 
ing  the  White  Paper  on  Domestic  Fuel  Supplies  were  subsequently 
re-costed  on  the  basis  of  appliances  suitable  for  burning  hard  coke, 
gas  or  off-peak  electricity.  The  estimated  cost  for  converting  appli¬ 
ances  in  575  houses  on  the  former  basis  was  ;£13,697,  an  average  cost 
per  house  of  £23  16s.  5d.,  whilst  on  the  latter  basis  was  £29,861  and 
£51  18s.  8d.  respectively.  Despite  the  increased  cost  which  requires  to 
be  borne  by  the  Council,  Exchequer  and  owners  of  domestic  property, 
it  is  praiseworthy  that  the  Health  Committee  decided  to  continue 
with  the  formation  of  Smoke  Control  Areas.  Although  the  new 
appliances,  such  as  room  heaters,  underfloor  draught  fires,  gas  fires 
and  electric  storage  heaters  are  more  expensive  to  provide  and  instal 
than  the  improved  grate  for  burning  open  fire  coke,  they  are  much  more 
efficient  in  operation  and  will  give  rise  to  increased  room  comfort  at 
economical  running  costs. 

Many  thanks  are  again  due  to  the  Borough  Treasurer’s  Depart¬ 
ment  for  the  help  and  co-operation  in  addressing  the  considerable 
number  of  envelopes  required  in  connection  with  postal  surveys.
